325-MILE PIPE LINE 


Gas Can Be Used in Place of 
Coal at 40 Cents a Thou- 
‘sand Cubic Feet. 


When St. Louis officials visited Okla- 
homa last week to inspect the natural 
gas fields they saw street lights in the 
cities and towns burning all day, and 
lights in office buildings and residences 
burning’ all night. The reason for this 
apparent extravagance, as given by resi- 
dents, is that it is cheaper to let the 
lights burn all the time than to waste 
matches and energy relighting them. 

They saw enough gas blowing away to 
light 4he homes and cook the meals of 
every family in St. Louis and to heat at 
least half of the city’s homes. It was a 
shameful waste of a great natural re- 
source, because there is no market in 
Oklahoma for a hundredth part of its 
gas. 

‘In the great Hogshooter district, pro- 
nounced by experts to be one of the big- 
gest natural gas fields in the world, the 
St. Louls aldermen and other officials 
saw wells with aproximately 1,000,000,000 
cubic feet of gas capped in. A large 
part of this gas is held by the St. Louis 
Gas, Heat, Light and Power Co. for 
St. Louis consumption. 

In the event a franchise is granted 
the company proposes to build a pipe 
line 325 miles long, with three pumping 
stations, to convey the. gas to St. Louis, 
The company, by the terms of its pro- 
posed franchise, offers to sell the gas at 
45 cents a thousand cubic feet, but with 
discounts off its net price to consumers 
will be slightly above 40 cents. 


Guesta of Company. 

The St. Louis city officials were taken 
to the gas fields by the company to in- 
spect the quantity of the gas held by 
the Braden syndicate. In the party 
were Harbor Commissioner Whyte; 
Sewer Commissio er Fardwell, Park 
Commissioner ‘Scanlan, Councilman 
Evers, Hauschulte and Lehmberg, and 
Delegates Chapman, Koch, Samel, Eigel, 
Gallagher, Brennan and Walker. 
Mayor Silas Cook of East St. Louis ac- 
companied the party as the guest of 
the company. 

Each of these officials expressed the 
opinion,.after inspecting the fields, that 
there is an ample supply of natural gas 
in Oklahoma for St. Louis requirements, 
and that it is perfectly feasible to pipe 
it here. James E.” Allison, chief engi- 
neer of the St. Louis Public Service 
Commission, said that building a pipe 
line to St. Louis is no more difficult 
than building a railroad, and that prop- 
erly constructed pipe lines would carry 
an ample supply of gas at all times 
for the city’s needs. 

The Hogshooter fields are about fifty 
miles south of the Kansas line and ar 
17 miles long and three miles wide. 
More than 100 wells have been drilled 
in the fields, 36.0f which are owned by 
the Braden syndicate. The 35 wells 
have an approximate daily capacity of 


600,000, 000 cibic feet of gas a day. 


Market for the Gas. 

The owners of the other wells in the 

district, who are not now deriving any 
revenue from them, would be very glad 
of an opportunity te sell their gas to 
a compakhy piping it to St. Louis, as 
there is little likelihood of any demand 
for it in Oklahoma for .a generation. 
The Kansas Natural Gas Co., which 
supplies Kansas City, St. Joseph, Jop- 
lin and a score of Kansas towns, is 
building its pipe lines toward the fields 
in the hope of" beating St. Louis to the 
gas supply. 
' ‘The fields have not been developed to 
anything like their full capacity, as it 
costs $2500 to to drill a well, and 
$50 a year in royalties to hold it, wheth- 
er it is producing or not. There has 
been little incentive among natural gas 
men to develop the fields under existing 
éonditions. 

Nearly all of the natural gas_ wells 
are six inches in diameter, arfd have 
capacities of 10,000,000 to 37,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas a day. The. gas tests. 960 
heat units per cubic foot. Practically 
all of the cities and towns of Oklahoma 
are supplied with natural gas from 
other fields at 16 to 25 cents. In the 
town of Tulsa, with a population of 
20,000, not @ pound of coal fs burned. 
Natural’ gas is sued for everything— 
heating, cooking, lighting, operating 
steam power, electric light and street 
railwey plants and other enterprises. 


Ie an Ideal Fuel. 

Natural gag ig declared by experts 
te be the ideal fuel. It gives off neither 
vatood nor odor and leaves no dirt. It 
can be used under steam engines with 
automatic regulators 80 as to keep an 
even pressure of steam. It is now be- 
ing largely used in gas engines, where 
its greatest power efficiency is obtained. 
According to figures compiled by the 
St. Louls Public Service Commission, 
natural gas at 40 cents fs much cheaper 
than hard coal at $8.50 a ton, and could 
be successfully used in competition with 
soft coal at $3.60 a ton, It would be 
equivalent to buying artificial gas, such 
as is furnished in at. Louis at 25 cents

Oklahoma natural 

gas contains 960 heat units to the 

cubie foot; artificial gas, 620; soft 

coal, 10,600 to the pound, and’ an- 
thracite, approximately 11,000. 

In the consumption of gas, nat- 
ural and artificial, 8% per cent of 
{ts heat efficiency is obtained, 
while one-half of the efficiency of 
soft coal is lost, and one-fourth of 
hard coal. Eleminating all losses, 
here are the net results obtained by 
the consumer for his dollar:

HESE figures prove that nat- 
7 ural gas at 40 cents is cheap- 
er for furnace heating than 
hard coal at $8.50, to say nothing 
of time and labor saved by its con- 
venience and cleanliness. By using 
it economically and turning it out 
at night and on warm days when 
heat is needed in the morning and 
evening hours only, it is equivalent 
to hard coal at about $6 a ton. 
Natural gas at 40 cents is equiv- 
alent to artificial gas at 25 cents. 
With proper care it would be more 
economical to burn natural gas in 
furnaces and hot-water heaters 
than soft coal.

fn St. Louls. Natural gas could be made’ 
profitable only by increasing the de- 


mand for it: By making the price such 
that it could be used in furnaces and 
power plants the consumption might run 
up to 150,000,000 cubic feet a day, 

Engineers say it is entirely feasible 
to pipe natural gas to St. Louis, With 
ample pipe line capacity and compress- 
ing stations they say that an abundance 
of natural gas can be forced through 
the mains to this city. The troubles in 
Kansas City and St. Joseph, which 
sometimes suffer in extreme weather on 
account of gas shortage, are due to in- 
adequate pipe lines, there being but 
one 16-inch line to supply not only those 
two cities, but several other large 
towns. Two 20-inch pipe lines probably 
will be required to supply St. Louis. 

These lines can be laid in a year, ac- 
cording to Braden, provided the manu- 
facturers can produce the pipe. The 
pipe will be laid from three to four feet 
below the surface to prevent freezing, 
and will be tapped at intervals to let 
out water and oil. In that way the 
lines can be kept free for the passage 
of the gas. 


All Favor Natural Gas, 
The 11 members of the Municipal As- 


sembly, three members of the Board of 


Public Improvements and Public Serv- 
ice Commissioner Allison all declared 
that St. Louis should have natural gas 
at the earliest possible moment. Cheap 
fuel and light for.the homes, they said, 
would aid materially in reducing the 
cost of living in St. Louis, and conse- 
quently in* increasing the population. 

.t has been two years since the first 
.pplication fof a natural gas franchise 
was made in St. Louis. The delay in 
passing the franchise has already cost 
tne people more than $6,500,000. This 
amounts to almost $10 eacn for every 
man, woman and child in St. Louls—or 
more than $100 for every consumer of 
gas. 

The original natural gas bill was intro- 
duced by James O, Rodgers of Iola, 
Kan., and his associates. It was passed 
by the Council and offered natural gas 
at 35 cents a 1000 cubic feet. It was killed 
in the House of Delegates. T. N. Barns- 
dall of Pittsburg introduced a bill of- 
fering natural pre at the same price, but

Representatives of the improvemnt as- 
sociations recently appeared before the 
joint investigating committee of the 
House and Council to. protest against 
the United Railways’ neglect of the 
northwestern district. 

They declare the city’s growth is be- 
ing retarded by the policy of the com- 
pany and that thousands who have pur- 
chased property in that section expect- 
ing car lines would be built, have suf- 
fered great loss. 


City Asked to Retallate. 
The petitioners request the Assembly 
and city officials to deny the United 
Railways Co. -permits for construction 
work and enforce the ordinances against 
it. 

The petition was presented to the As- 
sembly by C.: M. Farrar, secretary of 
the Jennings Heights Improvement As- 
sociation; Richard Goodenough, secre- 
tary of the Affillated Improvement As- 
sociations of Northwest St. Louis, and 
J. L. Moon, secretary of the Harney 
Heights Imprevement Association. 

This committee was appointed to act 
for all Northwest St. Louis associa- 
tions. The associations demanding bet- 
ter street car facilities are the Bircher 
Heights, Euclid, King’s Highway and 
Florissant Avenue Association, Harney 
Heights, Union Avenue Heights, Strodt- 
man Heights, Westfield, Jennings 
Heights, Walnut Park, West Walnut 
Park and Northwest St. Louis.

The farmers are giving the support of at- 
tendance and attention to Missouri’s \perambulat- 
ing agricultural college. Columbia University has 
decided to open a department of agriculture and 
have a large experiment farm near. New.’ York 


“+ City, Every agricultural college is flourishing. 


Announcement of a local course in farm instruc- 
tion by the Y. M. C. A. brought such a large 
response that the sessions will have to be held 
in the auditorium. Western railroads are in- 
creasing the number of their «model farms and 
Eastern Railroads are taking up the work. The 
New York Central has bought several abandoned 
farms in that State and the roads in New England 
are similarly active. 

It is doubtful if tue interest of sity people in 
farming was ever before so great. Farm lands, 
farm products and. farm methods are common 
topics of conversations. Irrigation, dry farming, 
- intensive culture and the value and use of fer- 
tflizers are subjects of ordinary discussion. Ur- 
ban dwellers are as alert as if the farm- were 
fome new Klondike with wealth within easy 
Their acquisitive instincts have been 
aroused. They absorb tales of farmers’ inde- 
pendence and contrast it with their own hemmed- 
in existence. They read of wealth in corn and 
wheat, of increasing demand and decreasing sup- 
ply of beef and pork and butter and eggs. They 
hear that land can be had without a large cash 


culture, will return an, excellent living at the 
very least. 

If this active interest continues—and it seems 
to increase rather than diminish—the drift of 
population, which has been steadily cityward for 
20 years, will turn back to the farm. Undoubtedly 
there would be no better solution of the aggra- 
vated problems of living. It is not natural that 
practically 50 per cent of our population should 
lead a parasitical existence in cities. We are 
still an agricultural nation. Our wealth has come 
from the soil and must continue to come from 
there. : 

In this new shift of interest economists will 
find evidence of a natural readjustment—of the 
power of circumstances to preserve a balance de- 
stroyed by willful disobedience to an obvious law, 
There must he a balance between country and 
city. Displacing this balance creates artificial 
conditions. The long drift of population to the 
cities is only a single cause, but if high prices 
force a change of current they cannot be consid- 
ered wholly evil. 

In a different environment new ideas will be 
born. There is good reason to believe that ex- 
orbitant tariffs, greedy trusts and entrenched 
privilege—all contributors to unnatural condi- 
tions, would speedily fall before the onslaught of 
votes cast by men farther removed from contact 
with the baleful influences met in cities. -Back 
to the farm promises to be the solution of many 
of the difficulties now the subject of complaint.

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A POTENT HUMANIZING INFLUENCE. 

At the annual dinner of the executive commit- 
tee of the Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival, sey- 
eral points of special interest to the public were 
brought out. The auditing committee’s report of 
the receipts and expenditures showed that the 
fund of the year was a record-breaker. It ex- 
ceeded in amount any previous fund raised during 
the 10 consecutive years in which the festival] 
has been given under the present organization. 
The report showed also that the increased cost 
of food and other supplies made the festival of 
1909 the most costly of any. It was agreed that 
the festival in all of its branches—the Coliseum 
dinner for the children, the baskets for the shut- 
ins and the dinner for homeless men—was the 
most successful of its history. Happily the great- 
est festival at greatest cost came in the year of 
the greatest fund. After defraying the expenses 
a balance of $550.57 was left of the total fund of 
$9,522.02 in the treasury. 

St. Louisans have cause for special gratifica- 
tion in these figures, proving the growth of a 
broad and liberal spirit of humanity in the peo- 
ple of the city. This Christmas festival itself in its 
appeal to the well-to-do for the unfortunates of 
the city is a potent influence for the quickening 
and expansion of the spirit of good will and hu- 
man brotherhood. } 

Every year it brings the extremes of the com- 
munity together for a universal Christmas cheer. 
It is interesting to note that the total number 
of contributors to the fund was 14,062 and of these 
only 690 gave over $2. The fund was made up of 
small contributions from over 14,000 readers of 
the Post-Dispatch. This is one of the best features 
of the great festival... t is a community festival. 

Recalling the record of the past 10 years Mr. 
Frederick, who has been chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. during the entire period, esti- 
mated that 50,000 dinners had been given to wo- 
men and children, 20,000 to homeless men and 
20,000 baskets with dinners for 80,000. persons 
have been distributed. Over 100,000 presents 
have béen given to children: It is pleasant to 
think of tne good cheer these Christmas day joys 
have conveyed to the thousands of recipients who 
otherwise would have been cheerless.

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AN ECONOMIC CRIME. 

In an article on “What the United States Post- 
office Does: and What it Could Do,” John Bris- 
ben Walker lets in new light on the financial loss 
to both the Government and the nation through 
the all but criminal failure to establish a par- 
cels post. The four reasons for the failure, first 
cited by John Wanamaker—the American, Adams, 
Wells-Fargo and United States Express companies 
—are still the reason for the failure. 

But the influences of these monopolies is much 
more far-reaching and disastrous than is com- 
monly supposed. Not only have they stifled leg- 
islative effort in the direction of a parcels post, 
which is common political chicanery, but they 
have interposed to have postal rates fixed to their 
advantage and have so created the deficit in the 
postal revenues. This has aad the necessary 
effect of making package freight distribution de- 
pendent on their own inadequate facilities. As 
commercial growth and convenient living depend 
on proper facilities for the interchange of com- 
modities, this becomes an economic crime. 

Even the second-class rate of one cent a pound, 
which Postmaster-General Hitchéock proposes to 
raise to five cénts as a means of wiping out the 
deficit and also certain cheap magazines, accused 
of muckraking, is shown by Mr. Walker to be 
exorbitantly high when compared to the parcel 
rates—one-third of a cent a pound—in Germany 
and England, or to ordinary freight rates in this 
country, or even to the rates charged by the ex- 
press companies themselves for carrying similar 
matter. In fact these companies will carry a 
ton of magazines from New York to Chicago 
for $10; the Government charges $20 and pays 
the railroads, which haul the express cars also, 
$40 for the service, 

This economic crime is emphasized and made 
the plainer by the explanation that in days when 
transportation has been reduced to a refinement 
and scientific organization is being applied to 
every sort of business, rural delivery wagons 
which could carry 500 pounds carry en average 
of only 25. Instead of doing what James J. Hill 
has taught is the only thing to do under such 
circumstances—not to move empty cars or par- 
tially filled cars—Mr, Hitchcock complains of the

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NEW CRIMES.

A bill has been introduced at Albany making it 4 
felony punishable by 10 years’ imprisonment to ex- 
plode a bomb in a dwelling house, and murder in the 
first degree if the explosion results in the death of 
any of the occupants. The proposed measure calls 
attention to the fact that this community has of late 
years been forced to take cognizance of crimes to 
which public sentiment attaches a peculiarly heavy 
degree of moral turpitude, and for which it has de- 
manded a proportionately severe punishment. 
throwing, a very new feature in American life, is one 
of these. Automobile-killing, a practice somewhat 
older than assassination by dynamite and unques- 
tidnably more destructive, is another. Kidnaping w4s 
known before our times, but our modern methods of 
publicity serve to stir, in every case of the Kind, 
nation-wide emotions of fear and horror. And finally 
there is the newest addition to the criminal roster, 
the so-called “‘white slave’ traffic. All four crimes 
are the necessary concomitant, we suppose, of an in- 
creasingly prosperous, complex, and cosmopolitan 80- 
ciety. It may be a salutary practice for the con- 
scienceless automobilist to reflect every now and 
then that public opinion is fast getting to put him 
into. the same outlaw class with the kidnaper, the 
Black Hand operator, and the dealer in white slaves.

It is a spirited work, rich in stirr- 
ing strains, and quite satisfyingly rep- 
resentative of its composer's genius. 

The overture to Nicolai’s “Merry 
Wives of Windsor,’”’ which will be heard 
next, must logically be classed as an 
exceptionally popular composition, since 
it has outlived the opera to which it be- 
icngs. This may be specially empha- 
sized, remembering that “‘The Merry 
Wives, of Windsor’ survived brilliantly 
until Verdi’s own ‘Falstaff,’’ based on 
the same Shakespearean comedy, super- 
seded it by virtue of greater achieve- 
ment. The Nicolai overture is in fine 
atmospheric consonance with its hum- 
orous theme, and there is no indication 
that it is losing any of the popularity 
which has attached to it from the first. 
Richly Picturesque Oriental Number. 

The program’s third number, Luigini’s 
“Egyptian Ballet,’”’ is richly picturesque 
in its Oriental imagery, and the com- 
plete ballet of which it is a suite was 
first produced in Paris in 1893 with bril- 
liant success. At that time Luigini was 
sub-conductor at the Paris Opera, and 
his compositions revealed a genius so 
rare that the brightest future was pre- 
dicted for him. Ill health, however, pre- 
vented a realization of this hope, and, 
after much suffering, which surely must 
have affected his work, he died in 1906 
without having attained the reputation 
which his great natural gifts undeniably 
made possible. The Symphony Orches- 
tra has presented this ballet on earlier 
programs, and it is well liked by the St. 
Louis public.

Many of Them Are Works of 
Men Who Have Made 
Worldwide Reputations.

HE fact that St. Louis has had a 
T vital part in the shaping of Amer- 
ican art progress since the begin- 
ning of the present country-wide art 
awakening is constantly brought to the 
attention of those who follow American 
art interests and events. Undoubtedly 
it suggests to many art levers the nat- 
ural fitness of this city to take leader- 
ship in the artistic opening up of the 
country, now under way. 

Much St. Louis art history is called 
to mind by the announcement from 
New York of the coming sale at auc- 
tion at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, 
Feb. 24 and 25, of the late Dr. Charles 
M. Kurtz's collection of paintings. The 
event is attracting the attention of art 
lovers and collectors in many parts of 
the country. 

Many of these pictures are well known 
in‘ St. Louis, haying hung for years 
upon the exhibition walls of the old Art 
Museum at Locust and Nineteenth 
streets, in the loan collection. Quite a 
number of them were purchased by Mr. 
Kurtz at art exhibitions in this city. 


Known in Many Cities. 

Dr. Kurtz for many years associated 
with art work in this city and the West, 
Chicago, Louisville and other centers, 
was one of the more interesting and 
widely known personalities in the art 
world. In New York. and some other 

- gities where he was a well-known figure, 
art circles and critics are discussing this 

‘effect that his reputation as a critic 
and collector will have upon the values 
registered at the auction and the conse- 
quent public estimation of some of the 
painters represented.

Collected for 30 Years. 
Dr. Kurtz had been collecting for 30 
years or more. During most of this 
« time his means were quite limited, and 
pictu of high price were beyond 
him, so that many of the names most 
familiar in the great art sales for which 
New York people, becoming renowned 
are conspicuously absent. But for an- 
other reason, also, many less, known 
artists are represented in the Kurtz 
Collection, It was a delight of Mr.

Section 5 of said act provides: “The 
vote for United States senator shal! 
be counted, recorded. and certified 
to, the same as the vote of all other 
officers.'’ The act does not provide 
that the senatorial primary bill shall 
pe “under the regulations and pro- 
tection of the laws now. in force as 
to elections,’’ as does the general 
primary. election law, and there is 
no provision made for puhishing 
frdudulent or illegal voting. 

There is not a line of the law 
written either in the crimina; stat- 
utes regulating eléctions, or in the 
special act applying to cities of 300,- 
000° +inhabitants and over, which 
makés it an offensé to examine the - 
ballots to determine* for whom they 
were cast, So long. as the ballots 
are not compared with the poll books 
and it is not disclosed who cast the 
ballots.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—There’s :nore than 
a bare possibility there will be no series 
for the world’s championship next fall. 


The action of the National League in 
extending its playing season to. Oct. 15 
is considered a “‘breach of promise’ by 
Iresident Johnson . of the American 
League, but he will give President 
Lyneh and his magnates a chance to 
explain and the general public an op- 
portunity to express its opinion before 
calling off a series that has come to 
be considered more important than any 
played during the regular campaigns. 

Mr. Johnson today read a portion of 
the agreement entered into at Pitts- 
burg at the recent meeting of the sched- 
ule committees. Its substance was that 
there should be no change in the 154- 
game siate of either League, as draft- 
ed. This agreement was signed by all 
the members of both leagues’ commit- 
tees. 

According to the American League 
chief, it was understood at that time 
that the National 168-game schedule was 
out of the question. President Ebbetts of 
the Brooklyn club promised, said Presi- 
dent Johnson, to cast his vote for the 
shorter season and to abide by the 
terms of agreement. 

National Leaguers will point out that 

another agreement was made in Febru- 
Laty, -190, the winter after the Giants 
had refused to play for the world’s title, 
making it compulsory for a world's 8 
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that the Nationals have disregarded the 
terms of the Pittsburg pact. 

“[ don’t know just what to think,” 
said President Johnson, “I was surprised 
to hear there was an argument at New 
York over the length of schedule, for 
it was understood at Pittsburg that the 
154-game plan would be selected.

NATIONAL DODGES 
SYNDICATE BALL 


ee 
NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A-sparsely at- 
tended meeting of directors of the Na- 
tional League of Baseball Clubs put it- 
self on record tonight as opposed to 
syndicate baseball 
minor changes in the constitution of 
the league. There were -present only 


Garry Herrmann of Cincinnati, who 
held a proxy for Boston: Charles W. 
Murphy of Chicago, John T. Brush of 
New York and Charles H. Ebbets of 
Brooklyn, who held proxies for Phila- 
delphia and St. Louis: and William 
Locke, secretary of the Pittsburg Club, 
representing Barney Dreyfuss. The 
resolution of disapproval offered. by Mr. 
Brush and signed by the others reads: 

“Resolved, That the League is op- 
posed to what is denominated as syndi- 
cate baseball and it will not permit @& 
dual ownership where one club owns or 
controls another club in this League.” 

Owing to this phraseology, observers 
pointed out that the resolution does not 
prohibit any club owner from holding 49 
per cent of the stock in one club and 5l 
per cent of stock in another club. In 
short, the same owner might be a stock- 
holder in every club and nominally con- 
trol but one, whereas actually a mi- 
nority holding of 49 per cent. if centered 
in one person would assure control. 

Changes in the constitution were as 
follows: 

1. That umpires who default their as- 
signments shall be fined one day’s pay 
instead of $12, as previously. 

2. That a postponed game need not 
be played off on the grounds where 
postponment was made, but if such is 
not done, ‘‘must be played off on the 
opposing club’s ground.’’ 

3. That the schedule meeting of the 
League shall be held annuainy in New 
York on such a date in February as 
the president of the League may dec:.

TRUCKS REPLACED 


HORSE DURING BLIZZARD 





While Faithful Old Dobbin Was Stallec In the 
Snow His Modern Rivals Demonstrated 
Their Weather Efficiency. 


—— 





The recent snowstorm which practical- 
ly paralyzed traffic throughout the 
country furnished a striking illustra- 
tion of the development of the motor 
truck and demonstrated its efficiency 
as a vehicle of transportation under al! 
weather conditions. While the streets 
of New York, as in St. Louis, were 
deeply covered with snow, an unusually 
large number of these machines were 
in operation upon the highways. 

Perhaps the motor trucks and wagons 
were conspicuous through tbe absence 
of the usual number of the vehicles 


drawn by horses that ply the sireets’ 


daily during pleasant weather. For 
some time it was practically im- 
possible te pilot a horse and wagon 
through the deep snow, and even after 
the work of the shoveling brigade be- 
came noticeuble and the ‘‘beautiful’’ was 
put into piles along the streets, horses 
had a difficult task drawing their loads 
over the slippery pavements. 

It jis on such occasions as this that 
the horse is at his greatest disadvan- 
tage. It is by no means an uncommon 
sight to see a horse standing on such 
an insecure footing. trembling with fear 
and afraid to lift a hoof. More often 
still one sees a horse or team slipping, 
struggling and sprawling on the inad- 
hesive pavement, the iron shoes merely 
making long/scratches on the surface 
of the thin ice and affording no footing 
for the animals. Necessarily, the pull- 
ing power of a team under such condi- 


tions is reduced to a minimum. Often 


the animal meets with a mishap which 
results in its death, and considerable 
inconvenience to the owner. 

All types of motor-driven vehicles 
could be seen scurrying about the city 
streets while wagons drawn by horses 
were stalled. In place of the old-time 
six and ten horse team drawing a heavy 
load through the streets to the accom- 
paniment of a shower of profanity from 
the driver and numerous trolley-car 
operators, who were stalled when the 
truck had to stop at every corner to 
allow the. steaming and panting animals 
to recuperate, the silent and smooth 
running motor-driven truck was ob- 
served. These vehicles dodged around 
the slower-moving traffic and did a 


ijcommendable service for their owners. 


Brewers, shippers and merchants were 
thankful that they had replaced their 
horses and wagons with the modern 
equipment, for many of the traction 
companies would not guarantee ship- 
ment of goods, even to nearby places, 
and the motor trucks were pressed into 
service to make deliveries. 

Already the effect of the storm is 
felt among the manufacturers of com- 
inercial vehicles, for many merchants 
have seen the writing on the wall and 
are placing orders for all types of 
horselees business wagons. One of the 





most complete assemblages of this mod- 
ern vehicle was found at the Tenth 
National Automobile Show in Madiscn 
Square Garden during the week of Jan. 
8-15. Cars, both gasoline and eiectri¢, 
that have stcod the severest tests and 
finished with credit, were among the 
12 makes.of this class of motor cars 
on view in the basement of the famous 
building.

UP-KEEP OF AN ELECTRIC 
ABOUT $20 A MONTH 


To arrive at definite figures of up- 
keep on an electric car eighty-eight De- 
troit citizens who drive Detroit electric 
cars, were canvassed, and the report 
covers the year 1909. The results are 
really remarkable as showing at what 
alow cost an electric can be run and 
maintained. 

For instance, the total mileage of 
these 88 Detroit owners for 1909 was 
362,280 miles—a distance equal to four- 
teen and one-half times the world’s 
circumferenae. The average cost—in- 
cluding renairs, tires and battery main- 
tenance—to each owner was $.014—one 
cent and four mills—per mile. This 
the records show, is dividei as fol- 
lows: Repairs, $.0019; tires, $.00831: bat- 
tery $.0087. — 

This cost, of course, is aside from 
the cost of the electric current: and 
on this the investigation of the elec- 
trical company at Detroit shows that 
the average cost to each owner of the 
cars charged during the year was $5.24 
per month. This, the electrical com- 
pany declares, is no more than it costs 
six families of average size, each own- 
fhg and using an electric ilatiron, to 
do a month’s ironing—figuring one iron- 
ing per week for each family. 

On the basis of the cost of these 
88 owners, it would appear that an elec- 
tric carriage should not—and ordinarily 
does not—cost in excess of $20 per 
month. That figure would include $5.24 
for current, and. would mean that, at 
the average repair, tire and battery 
cost of $.014 per mile. the car could be 
run 1000 miles each month—a little bet- 
ter than 30 miles daily. 

Few horses can be maintained for $20 
per month and no driving horse can 
be relied upon to do 30 miles per day 
as his regular daily -round.

THIS AUTOMOBILE WEIGHS 
ONLY 156 POUNDS, YET RUNS 


The smallest perfect automobile in the 
world recently made its appearance on 
Michigan avenue boulevard in Chicago. 
As it ran around the street in front of 
the Chicago E-M-IF" Co. galesroom it at- 
tracted much attention. Pedestrians 
stopped and admired and automobiles 
that usually rush by in a hurry paused 
and some even tooted a salute to their 
smaller brother as they passed by. This 
Ijttle magnet is a miniature E-M-F ‘30’ 
touring car, built by Swanson Bros, of 
Stromberg, Neb., who spent two years 
in its constructfon. Every part of the 
ear, even the technical details of the 
engine are perfect. 

©. E. Swanson, the elder brother of 
the firm, values the car at $5000, and 
says he is doubtful if he would sell it 
at that price. 

This marvelous automobile, weighing 
only 156 pounds, was designed and built 
exactly like the large E-M-F touring 
car which weighs 216 pounds. 

The first thing done was the design- 
ing on blue prints, then patterns for all 
casting work were made and sent to 
Lincoln, Neb., where the castings were 
made. ‘ 

The detailed specifications of the little 
car are most interesting, the motor— 
four cylinders cast separate, 1%-inch 
bore by 14-inch stroke. Horsepower 
estimated at about one-half. Cooling— 
water, thermo-syplhon. Ignition—cur- 
rent supplied by batteries, single unit, 
nonvibrating coil, high tension distribu- 
ter. Lubrication—splash system. Carbu- 
retor—float-feed type. Clutch—cone, 
metal to metal. Transmission—sliding 
gear, progressiye type, two speeds, for- 
ward and reverse. Drive—direct shaft 
drive in housing to bevel gear on rear 
axle, one universal joint. Axles—live 
rear axle running on anti-friction bear- 
ings, front axle tubular..

WILL OFFER ALIBI 


Implicated Jesse James Jr. 
in Blue Springs Robbery 
Through Fear, He Asserts. 


William W. Lowe, charged with the 
Glencoe train robbery of Jan. 21, in a 
statement yesterday declared his inno- 
cence of the crime, and charged that 
his arrest was the result of persecu- 
tion on the part of Thomas Furlong, 
head of the Furlong Detective Agency. 

Lowe's alleged pal in the robbery, 
George Ebeling, and his brother, Jim- 
mie Lowe, will be taken from St. Louis 
to Warrenton, Mo., today for impris- 
onment pending the trial of Ebeling and 
W. W. Lowe in May. Jimmie Lowe is 
held as a witness, 

Before being made public, Lowe's 
statement was revised by his attorney, 
L. C. Dyer, who refused to give out 
certain parts of it. Lowe denies any 
connection with the Glencoe robbery, 
but does’ not attempt to give an alibi. 
His attorney said yesterday an alibi 
would be proven, but that he deemed it 
advisable to withhold the evidence of 
the alibi until the case came to trial. 
‘Lowe starts his statement with a re- 
hearsai of his arrest in connection with 
the Blue Springs train robbery 12 years 
ago. At that time, he’ says, “Furlong 
threatened his life unless he made a 
confession and implicated J@sse James 
Jr., which, he says, he did reluctantly. 
He now denies young James had .any 
connection with that robbery. James 
was acquitted. 

Constantly, that time, Lowe 
says, Furlong and his employes have 
hounded him and kept him from re- 
taining such employment as he was 
able to get. 

As ane additional 
longs enmity, Lowe 
member of the Mexican 
revolutionary organization, 
long was employed by President 
to run down. 

He explains that when he came to 
St. Louis early in January to care for 
his mother, he went to Furlong’s office 
hoping to make friends with him. Hle 
says he was insulted and that Furlong 
accused him of selling stock in a fake 
mining company. Lowe says he told 
Furlong he. was a stockholder and was 
selling stock in the Alaska Mining and 
Development Co.

“That, of course, will not be ac- 
ceptable to the Labor party... It 
means that the powers that be think 
the general election was not suffi- 
ciently decisive with regard to the 
lords’ veto and it involves, therefore, 
another election before the question 
of the lords is.settled. If another 
general election is to be held we 
should have it as soon as possible.” 

Liberals Feel Panicky. 

This manifesto, which has been sent 
to Premier Asquith, is generall¥ ac- 
cepted as an ultimatum, that in the 
event of this protest being disregarded 
the Laborites will vote against the Gov- 
ernment and, coming on top of the evi- 
dent difficulties which the ministers 
are encountering in their negotiations 
with the Nationalists, it created an al- 
most panicky feeling among the Lib- 
erals tn the lobbies of the House of 
Commons. 

Negotiations between the Government 
and the Irish Nationalists are still in 
progress, but it is stated that the pres- 
ent. position of the overtures are very 
unhpromising. John Redmond, the Irish 
leader, is reported to have failed to 
earry his demands, and T. P. O'Connor, 
president of the United Irish League, 
took up the work of trying to unravel 
the political tangles. 

Asquith Sees the King. 

Mr. O'Connor had two long confer- 
ences with the chief Liberal whip, but 
the Liberals are decidedly pessimistic 
as to the résult of the meetings. 

Premier Asquith had an audience 
with the King, when he presented the 
final draft of the speech from the 
throne. 


Following the general election 
which cost Great Britain some ten 
million dollars and kept trade at a 
estandstill for over six weeks, it now 





looks to American observers of Eng- 
lish politics as if a state of political 
anarchy exists there that will bring 
about another general election in the 
immediate future. 


Conservatives and Liberals, are about 
equal in their voting strength in the 
House of Commons, 
a working maiority. Therefore the 
balance of power is in the hands of 
the Irish Nationalists, who cast about 
seventy-six votes as a solid unit. The 
Laborites number about forty and are 
not sufficiently numerous to control 
the Government. 

Thus the Conservatives and Irish 
combined can outvote the Liberals 
and Laborites combined. or the Lib- 
erals and Irish combined can outvote 
the Conservatives and Laborites com- 
bined. No matter what combination 
can be figured eut of these four par- 
ties, it still leaves the balance of pow- 
er with the Irish, who: absolutely 
dominate the situation, 

‘edmond, leader of the Irish, says 
the proposed Liberal coalition Goy- 
ernment must press the issue of re- 
form of the House of Lords ahead of 
the budget issue. Otherwise’ the 
threat is implied that he will vote 
with the Corservatives and throw the 
Asquith gevernment out, which 
might occur on the vote of the speech 
from the throne next week. The La- 
borites favor the same policy, which 
is distasteful to the Liberals, who 
want to sidetrack the issue of the 
House of Lords and press the Lloyd- 
George budget. 

The negotiations between the Irish 
and Liberals referred to in the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch are supposed to 
relate to a Home Rule bill which is 
the one object of the Irish party. The 
Conservatives are considering a meas- 
ure of self-government for Ireland 
which would be agreeable to the Na- 
tlonalist party and the Tory newspa- 
pers of England since the election 
have been writing up Home Rule and 
preparing the way for a union of 
their party with the Irish which 
would form a strong coalition con- 
trolling all branches of the Govern- 
ment, inciuding the House of Lords, 

The legislative object of this pro- 
posed Tory-Irish government is to 
abandon free trade and inaugurate 
protection in Great Britain. To this 
the Irish are already committed but 
they say they will vote only for pro- 
tection when Home Rule has first

Prof. Munsterberg and the Sadducean camp of 
scientific objectors insist that under strict test 
conditions Palladino would be nonplussed, “To 
put your foot on hers is never allowed,” says he, 
“as the poor woman has a nervous ‘weakness’ in 
her instep.

It is well known through the use of electricity 
in electroplating, that it will take up very small 
particles of silver and other metals and carry 
them along the track of the current, losing none 
of them and depositing them all on the metal 
which is to be silvered or otherwise plated. As 
“cataphoresis” is “the driving of the remedy into 
the tissues by means’ of an electric current,” it 
works its results in much the same ‘way as @ 
current does in silver-plating. It is possible that 
smail particles of iron or the other metals which 
are now given in “tinctures” through the mouth. 
might be plated over the whole inside of the 
hody with a particle of metal in reach of every 
life cell of red blood which felt the need of more 
iron in it. It is not said that anything of the 
kind is being done with the metals as remedies. 
Although it might be possible to silver-plate the 
life-cells, it is not donc yet.

he base of the structure measuring up and 
down stream, is 198 feet. This width decreases 
gradually toward the top, forming a. parapet 
only as wide as a wagon road. The Croton dam, 
which supplies water to Denver, had hitherto 
held the record for height, it mounting to the 
800-foot mark. Long since hed America passed 
the altitude of the Assuan dam in Egypt, once 
regarded as a world’s wonder and lacking a hun- 
dred feet of the height of the Shoshone. 

The new structure has been so” put up as to 
become one solid rock and to form a part of 
the cliffs on each side, just as though it had 
been placed there in geologic times as a part of 
them. It is a solid, concrete mass. Its feet 
are driven far into the bedrock that underlies 
the stream. Great ditches were cut into the sides 
of the cliffs and the cone«te was poured into 
these to wel¢ itself with them.

GEMRGEAM AND PRESSURE OF’ THE: 
FROORS BUT STRENGTHENS IT. 
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HE Government has added another 
laurel sprig to its wreath of vic- 
tory by building the highest dam 
im the world. Incidentally it has 
waved the magic wand for an ad- 
‘ditional flourish and a vast traci 

of land, parched and unproductive desert, 
lost in the wild eddies of rugged mountams, 
has thrown off a lethargy and ts blooming 
as does the Valley of the Nile. 

In this desert is being planted towns thai 
are to be cities. Thought is being taken 9} 
the future and they are being laid down for 
a numerous posterity a hundred years ahead. 
Each is being modeled after Washington, the 
capital city, and the only municipality ever 
built with the distant future in mind. 

A score of little Washingtons are being 
planted in the West by the Reclamation 
Service, but the latest of these is Powell, un- 
der the great Shoshone dam, just completed. 











these cliffs and ate its way down. <t wif! be 
fed by streams that abound in fish and its shores 
will be visited by things of the wild from the 
country roundabout, a country that has felt the 
hand of man less than any other section in the 
United States. It will be the Mecca of sportsmen 
and an outing resort equal to those of the Alps. 

This dan will stop the waters and hold them 
forever. But its usefulness depends upon supple- 
mentary works. Into the cliff on one side near 
the base plunges a tunnel in the solid rock, 
guarded by gates of iron so monstrous as to 
weigh 10,000 pounds each and to require .an 
engine to lift them. It is the purpose of these 
gates to let the desired amount of water back 
into the stream that it may find its way to the 
diversion dam lower down and eventually into 
the canals which lead to the open plains. Thus 
the dam catches the flood waters and holds 
them for timely distribution through the tunnel 
which eventually leads them . ato lands that may 
be irrigated. 

Then on the other side of the dam near the 
top is another great tunnel through the solid 
rock. This is meant as a spillway for the flood 

- waters. When the freshets raise the water mark 
to a position anywhere near the top of the great 
dam the floodgate will be opened into this tun- 
nel which is 20 feet across and built with a fall 
of 40 degrees, and these waters wil]* plunge 
through the mountain with such a roar as to 
shake the earth. This arrangement for the stor- 
age of the waters, the disposal of flood water 
and a leading ta usefulness of that water that 
is to serve a purpose, completes the scheme 
in so far as the great dam is concerned. But all 
this is done for the sake of the result that will 
be brought. about in the basin below. 

Big Horn Basin lies 60 miles further down. 
Here the sediment of tie ages has washed down 
from the mountains round about and filled in @ 
depression until it is as smooth as a floor and 
but slightly tilted. There are mountains on 
all sides of it protecting it from storms and push- 
ing their peaks into perpetual snow. The Yel- 


HE announcement of the fin- 
ishing of this project has jus!

son, committed suicide after his defeat by a 
younger bear. 

Since the buffalo disappeared from the Big 
Horn Basin there has been little use made of it 
other than the pasturage of an occasional herd 
of cattle ‘or sheep, it has slept perenially be 
neath the sun, and harbored its latent pro- 
ductiveness against the time when man might 
divert the waters of the Shoshone and irrigate 
it. The rainfall has not been sufficient to pro- 
duce ahy manner of growth. 

Neither have the waters flowed over it to dis- 
solve the salts of the soil that mean great fer- 
tility should plant life ever be brought to grow 
here. The latter fact accounts for the superiority 
of these desert lands over the soils of other 
regions where rain is more plentiful and where 
the life is washed out of the soil by too much 
water.
